A  diocesan  and  community-wide  celebration  will  be  held 
on  The  Feast  of  the  Transfiguration,  Thursday,  August  6, 
with  mass  at  6:30  p.m.,  (E.S.T.),  followed  by  a  buffet 
reception  at  7:30  in  thanksgiving  for  Fr.  Mosier  and 
the  many  ways  he  has  touched  our  lives. 


Born  in  nearby  Bristol  June  8,  1903,  to  Horace  and 
Jennie  Bickel  Mosier,  he  married  Dorothy  Wilder  in  1922 
They  have  two  children:  Max,  Union,  MI,  and  Norma 
Ankney,  Bunker  Hill,  IN.;  six  grandchildren  and  two 
great-grandchildren. 

Fr.  Mosier  was  an  Elkhart  newspaperman  for  25  years. 

He  attended  Notre  Dame  and  was  tutored  privately  for 
Holy  Orders.  He  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood  by 
Bishop  Mallett  in  1946  and  served  as  Curate  at  St. 
John’s,  Elkhart  before  becoming  Rector  of  St.  James’ 
in  1948 . 

During  his  20  years  at  St.  James’,  the  attached  parish 
hall  was  built,  extensive  renovations  were  made  in  the 
church  and  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  founding 
of  St.  James’  Church  in  1859  attracted  attention 
throughout  northern  Indiana.  He  served  on  the  Diocesan 
Council  and  at  Howe  Youth  Conference  for  many  years.

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ST.  PAUL'S,  MISHAWAKA  OBSERVES  150TH 

St.  Paul's  parish  is  celebrating  it's  Sesqui- 
centennial  this  year,  according  to  Fr.  Paul 
John  Tracy,  the  27th  Rector.  The  small  Misha¬ 
waka  parish,  oldest  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern 
Indiana,  grew  from  a  handful  of  families  who 
gathered  for  the  first  Episcopal  service  on 
April  20,  1837.  Land  was  soon  purchased, 
and  a  church  built  in  Greek  Revival  style, 
with  a  steeple,  and  the  first  bell  in  town. 

The  church  was  dedicated  by  Bishop  Jackson 
Kemper,  the  first  missionary  bishop  of  the 
Old  Northwest,  who  covered  the  vast  terri¬ 
tory  assigned  to  him  on  horseback  and  by 
stagecoach. 

St.  Paul's  present  buildings,  constructed  in 
1906  under  the  21st  Rector,  John  Addams  Linn, 
are  being  refurbished  in  preparation  for  a 
special  celebration  weekend,  during  which 
Bishop  Gray  will  make  his  official  Visitation. 

Among  the  activities  planned  are  guided  tours 
of  the  facilities,  a  banquet  at  6:30  p.m.  on 
September  19,  the  Bishop's  Solemn  Mass 
at  10:00  a.m.  on  Sunday,  September  20,  followed 
at  12:00  by  a  picnic  on  the  church  lawn.

Peter  and  St.  Paul  was  the  publid  dedication  of  the 
Thomas  Memorial  Bronze  Gates  which  complete  the  three 
portals  of  the  west  facade. 

The  pierced  rich  floral  sculpture  of  these  gates 
features  wheat  and  corn,  used  in  making  bread,  which 
is  the  sacrament  of  Christ fs  body  in  the  Eucharist. 

The  iconographic  theme  for  the  Cathedral’s  west 
facade  mandated  that  all  artwork  be  related  to  the 
Genesis  biblical  doctrine  and  Judeo-Christian  belief 
that  God  created  our  universe  and  all  that  is  therein. 

The  creation  story  is  but  the  beginning  of  God’s  pro¬ 
mise  of  salvation  offered  to  all  mankind.  In  the 
sculpture  of  these  gates,  the  artist  wishes  to  invite 
all  persons,  whether  believers  or  not,  to  enter  this 
house  of  prayer  and  learn  the  remainder  of  the  sal¬ 
vation  story.

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DO  OUR  PARISHES  ENGAGE  IN  A  CONSPIRACY  TO  FAIL? 

[This  is  the  first  in  a  series  edited  from  an 
article  appearing  in  the  September  edition  of  "The 
Episcopalian"  —  a  monthly  newspaper  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.  The  article  was  written  by  Fr.  T.  L.  Ehrich, 
Rector  of  St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Ferguson,  Missouri.] 

In  our  churches  I  see  a  troubled  contrast  between  God’s 
call  to  eagerness  and  our  reality.  We  seem  far  distant 
from  the  eager  Church  described  in  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles ... Instead  of  eagerness  in  our  churches,  I  see 
laziness,  self-indulgence  and  fear.  For  example: 

1.  STEWARDSHIP 

The  subject  that  dominated  the  ministry  of  Jesus  is 
barely  visible  in  our  churches  except  as  a  month-to- 
month  budget  worry  and  an  annual  budget-raising  cam¬ 
paign. 

Our  people  give  less  than  3  percent  of  their  income  back 
to  God  through  the  church.  Even  "healthy"  parishes  that 
I  know  estimate  their  giving  at  2.8  percent  whereas  "un¬ 
healthy"  parishes  figure  giving  at  less  than  2  percent 
of  gross  income. 

As  a  result,  our  parishes  are  significantly  under-funded. 
In  fact,  I  think  they  are  starving.  I  find  myself  won¬ 
dering  if  this  self-inflicted  starvation  isn’t  inten¬ 
tional.  Why?  Because  many  people  don’t  want  their  par¬ 
ishes  to  work. 

We  don't  want  our  clergy  and  lay  staff  to  have  the  pro¬ 
fessional  self-esteem  and  self-confidence  that  come  from 
adequate  compensation.  We  don’t  want  facilities  that 
are  efficient,  attractive  and  widely  used.  We  don’t 
want  programs  that  truly  nourish.  Why?  Because  if  our 
churches  worked,  then  they  could  intrude  on  space  and 
life  that  have  become  highly  privatized.

The  recollections  of  The  Reverend  John  McCausland, 

St.  Charles'  Church,  St.  Charles,  Illinois  as  he 
recalls  the  stages  of  his  church's  involvement  with 
the  House  of  Bishops'  Meeting  —  "The  tumult  -and  the 
shouting  die ;  the  captains  and  the  kin^ls  depart," 
wrote  Rudyard  Kipling.  Or,  as  the  woman  from  the 
National  Church  Office  in  charge  of  the  House  of 
Bishops'  meeting  arrangements  put  it  to  me,  "Look 

it  this  way i  you  11  never  have  to  have  us  again!" 

For  me,  the  great  surprise  was  how  moving  and  im¬ 
pressive  so  much  of  the  gathering  was.  I  was  in  a 
rather  cynical  frame  of  mind  before  hand,  and  seeing 
the  bishops  schlepping  around  a  convention  center 
in  tacky  casual  clothes  was  indeed  not  the  most  edi- 
fying  sight.  But  in  the  course  of  the  week  all  this 
was  erased  by  things  that  made  me  proud  and  glad  in 
new  ways  to  be  an  Episcopalian. 

I  was  deeply  impressed  by  the  level  of  the  discussion 
in  the  House  sessions.  It  was  thoughtful,  eloquent, 
patient,  compassionate.  Bishops  deeply  divided  on 
difficult  issues  like  the  ordination  of  women  and 
homosexual  relations  listened  to  one  another,  re¬ 
spected  one  another  and  were  obviously  attempting  to 
work  towards  a  common  vision  of  the  truth.  The  ser¬ 
mons  at  the  morning  Eucharists  were  uniformly  good- 
one  or  two  even  superb.  The  bishops  know  each  other, 
share  each  other's  burdens,  are  truly  a  collegial  body. 
And  above  all  and  in  all,  one  was  aware  of  their 
sacrificial  commitment  to  "bringing  Christ's  love  to 
this  sinful  and  broken  world."  It  is  with  new  under¬ 
standing  that  I  will  pray  for  the  bishops  of  our 
Church .

CHRISTIAN  SYMBOLS  a  language 


ASHES 


One  of  the  more  interesting  versions  of  the  Christian  custom 
of  making  the  sign  of  the  cross  is  when  that  action  takes 
place  on  Ash  Wednesday,  and  a  large  ashen  cross  is  left  on 
the  forehead  of  a  worshiper.  The  sign  of  the  cross  is  with¬ 
out  question  a  uniquely  religious  action,  a  way  of  marking 
ourselves  or  things  as  clearly  belonging  to  God.  What  are 
we  conveying  by  this  activity?  Certainly,  we  first  and  fore¬ 
most  are  saying  with  this  sign  that  we  are  God's  children, 
marked  forever  by  his  grace  and  Holy  Spirit.  But  the  ash 
which  remains  on  our  foreheads  on  Ash  Wednesday  also  suggests 
something  powerful:  that  we  must  know  our  sinful  state  before 
we  can  enjoy  God's  forgiveness. 


In  the  early  centuries  of  the  Church,  the  discipline  of  public 
penitence  was  in  force,  and  penitents  sometimes  sprinkled 
ashes  on  their  heads  (or  alternately  received  from  the  bishop 
a  rough  garment  on  which  ashes  had  been  sprinkled) .  This  was 
all  very  public,  and  penitents  were  expelled  from  the  assembly 
until  Easter  Eve.  By  the  Middle  Ages,  this  practice  had  be¬ 
come  obsolete,  and  a  modified  approach  to  penance  was  the 
order  of  the  day,  with  all  coming  to  Church  on  Ash  Wednesday 
to  have  ashes  blessed  (from  the  palm  branches  of  the  previous 
year)  and  put  on  their  foreheads.  The  prayers  used  made  it 
obvious  that  this  was  still  a  penitential  rite. 


Although  the  gospel  reading  for  Ash  Wednesday  warns  us 
against  "practicing  your  piety  before  men",  the  imposition 
of  ashes  should  not  been  seen  as  a  way  to  represent  to  others 
our  particular  piety  on  Ash  Wednesday;  it  is  rather  a  way  to 
remind  ourselves  and  one  another  that  we  are  a  people  who  fall 
far  short  of  the  glory  of  God,  but  that  because  we  are  God's 
people,  we  are  also  a  forgiven  people.

DO  OUR  PARISHES  ENGAGE  IN  A  CONSPIRACY  TO  FAIL? 


[This  is  the  final  article  in  our  series  edited  from 
an  article  appearing  in  "The  Episcopalian"  —  a  monthly 
newspaper  of  the  Episcopal  Church*  The  article  was 
written  by  Fr.  Thomas  L.  Ehrich,  Rector  of  St.  Stephen’s 
Church,  Ferguson,  Missouri.] 

"PROGRAM  AND  WHAT  CAN  WE  DO? 

PROGRAM 

The  early  Christians  set  out  to  learn  to  worship  and  to 
build  community. 

People  today  treat  our  churches  as  if  they  were  super¬ 
markets  —  consumer  religion  centers  —  where  they  can 
buy  religious  goods  and  services  at  their  individual 
discretion.  The  customer  is  always  in  control,  the  ven¬ 
dor  is  always  running  scared,  and  the  larger  external 
purposes  are  frozen  out.  Again,  I  think,  by  design. 

Whether  its  TV  religion  fitted  neatly  between  cartoons 
and  the  baseball  telecast  or  parish  religion  fitted 
neatly  between  brunch  and  the  football  game,  the  con¬ 
sumer  is  in  charge.  We  time  sermons.  We  choose  churche 
by  how  long  the  liturgy  goes.  We  evaluate  clergy  per¬ 
formance  by  how  promptly  they  answer  the  pastoral  bell. 
We  treat  program  as  an  expendable  in  parish  budgeting. 

We  show  little  interest  in  the  sacrifices  required  for 
learning.  We  want  worship  that  soothes.  We  have  little 
tolerance  for  challenges. 

Church  leaders  not  only  put  up  with  this  behavior,  but 
we  encourage  it.  Look  at  what  we  have  chosen  to  treat 
as  ultimate  concerns:  ordination,  sexuality,  liturgical 
style.  They  are  minor  league  issues  —  snares  and 
delusions  —  which  have  occupied  our  energies  and  inten¬ 
tions  to  the  exclusion  of  the  Gospel  concerns  like  peace 
and  justice,  conversion  of  life  and  sin. 

With  the  Church’s  attention  focused  inward,  people  look 
to  the  "Bill  Cosby  Show"  for  clues  on  parenting,  to  Phil 
Donahue  for  clues  on  personal  and  spiritual  health,  to 
the  self-help  industry  for  clues  on  ethics.  From  church 
leaders,  meanwhile,  come  arguments  about  whom  to  ordain 
and  whose  relationships  to  sanction.  Those  are  issues, 
and  they  aren’t  easily  addressed,  but  do  they  justify  so 
much  of  our  attention? 


WHAT  CAN  WE  DO? 


First,  we  must  stop  what  seems  to  be  a  conspiracy  to 
fail.  I  see  too  many  parish  systems  actively  working  to 
stifle  the  eager  because  success  seems  too  frightening 
and  intrusive.  I  think  we  should  believe  in  ourselves 
and  our  purposes  with  at  least  as  much  conviction  as  the 
average  entrepreneur. 

Second,  we  must  work  with  the  receptive  and  eager.  We 
spend  too  much  time  chasing  after  the  people  who  are 
saying  "No."  We  shouldn’t  reject  or  bash  them  but 
neither  should  their  "No"  determine  the  church's  agenda. 

What  do  we  do  with  the  receptive  and  eager?  For  one 
thing,  teach  them.  Our  parishes  won’t  go  anywhere  until 
more  people  are  grounded  in  Scripture.  The  Gospel  life 
is  jarring;  it  can  only  become  an  acceptable  option  if 
one  is  steeped  in  the  Gospel. 

We  should  pray  for  our  people  and  with  them. 

We  should  seek  the  signs  and  wonders  and  hold  them  high 
for  all  to  see.  People  are  hungry  for  proofs  that  God 
is  God. 

We  should  challenge  the  receptive  and  eager.  A  critical 
challenge  is  stewardship.  A  small  challenge,  but  show¬ 
ing  the  spirit  of  the  new  life,  could  be  daytime  meet¬ 
ings  in  which  we  invite  people  to  take  time  from  work  in 
order  to  serve  or  learn  about  God. 

Third,  we  should  as  clergy  and  church  leaders,  behave 
more  professionally.  We  should  take  our  work  more 
seriously.  I  hear  too  many  clergy  giving  up,  shrugging 
their  shoulders,  accepting  intolerable  living  conditions 
or  working  conditions,  accepting  destructive  behavior 
among  parishioners. 

The  seriousness  with  which  we  take  our  life’s  work  will 
have  a  direct  bearing  on  how  seriously  our  people  take 
God.  If  we  don’t  attend  to  our  education,  for  example, 
why  should  they  value  learning?  If  we  make  small  com¬ 
promises  with  the  Gospel  in  order  to  keep  the  flock  calm, 
why  shouldn’t  they  treat  God  as  a  parent  to  be  manipu¬ 


lated?

EXTENDING  THE  ALTAR  RAIL 

The  most  recent  General  Convention  authorized  the  train¬ 
ing  and  licensing  of  lay  persons  to  carry  the  Sacrament 
from  the  altar  on  Sundays  to  absent  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation,  particularly  those  permanently  unable  to  at¬ 
tend  for  reason  of  age  or  infirmity.  On  Saturday, 

February  27,  an  initial  training  session  for  Lay  Eucha- 
riastic  ministers  (LEM's)  was  held  at  the  Cathedral  of 
St.  James.  A  large  and  receptive  group  of  lay  persons 
and  clergy  heard  the  following  presentations: 

Rosemary  Ward,  chairperson  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  on 
Aging,  and  former  nursing  home  director,  spoke  on  the 
special  needs  of  the  aged  who  are  in  nursing  homes  and 
hospitals.  While  most  receive  adequate  and  competent 
physical  care,  many  suffer  from  spiritual  isolation. 

The  focus  of  a  pastoral  call  differs  from  a  social  call 
in  that  it  concentrates  on  personal  concerns  rather  than 
external  events.  The  median  age  in  the  United  States  is 
increasing  rapidly,  while  that  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
is  increasing  even  faster  than  the  norm.  Episcopalians 
must  prepare  now  to  minister  to  their  aging  congregations. 
Father  Richard  Hatfield,  Trinity,  Logansport,  discussed 
the  historical  basis  for  lay  eucharistic  ministry,  which 
was  practiced  by  Christian  congregations  as  early  as  the 
2nd  and  3rd  centuries.  He  emphasized  that  it  is  best 
for  LEM’s  to  establish  on-going  relationships  with  the 
person  whom  they  will  visit  so  that  when  they  come  bear¬ 
ing  the  Sacrament,  they  will  not  come  as  strangers. 

This  ministry  does  not  seek  to  replace,  but  to  supplement 
visitation  by  the  clergy. 

Father  Jeffrey  Lee,  Canon  to  the  Ordinary,  reflected  that 
when  we  receive  the  Body  of  Christ  at  the  altar,  we  become 
the  Body  of  Christ  to  one  another.  When  we  gather  in 
Church,  we  make  a  statement  in  favor  of  order  and  against 
the  chaos  of  the  20th  century  which  rages  around  us.  The 
sick  and  elderly,  more  that  most,  have  lost  control  of 
their  lives.  LEM?s  will  seek  to  extend  the  Sunday  cele¬ 
bration  and  fellowship  to  those  who  may  often  feel  that 
their  illness  is  punishment  for  their  sins. 

Mr.  Arthur  Wolford,  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels ?,  South 
Bend,  offered  some  insights  drawn  from  actual  experience 
as  a  LEM  in  another  diocese.  His  work  has  been  among 
prisoners  and  victims  of  substance  abuse,  as  well  as  the 
aged,  requiring  different  approaches,  in  many  cases,  than 
those  employed  in  ministry  to  the  elderly. 

A  further  training  session  will  be  August  19-20,1988. 


CONFERENCE  REPORT 

Sixteen  women  from  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana 
attended  this  year’s  Province  V  ECW  conference  held  in 
Indianapolis.  We  all  enjoyed  the  insightful  and  thought 
provoking  presentations  entitled  "Grace  Upon  Grace"  by 
The  Right  Reverend  John  Coburn,  retired  Bishop  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts.  His  theme  centered  around  how  we  experience 
Christ  through  people,  places  and  prayer.  During  the 
reflection  groups  held  after  each  session  one  idea  be¬ 
came  apparent:  we  all  experience  Christ  differently  but 
share  one  thing  in  common,  the  love  of  Christ. 


When  you  attend  this  type  of  Conference  you  get  a  feeling 
of  being  a  part  of  the  larger  church  and,  just  like  life 
in  a  small  town  is  different  than  that  in  a  large  city, 
each  diocese  has  a  uniqueness  that  is  its  own.  We  all 
are  of  different  minds,  but  the  same  Spirit.  It’s  not  so 
much  whether  we  agree  with  one  another  but  how  we  love 
one  another  that  is  important. 


One  of  the  major  highlights  of  this  Conference  was  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  Eucharist  at  which  the 
Presiding  Bishop  Edmund  Browning  was  the  celebrant  and 
preacher .

COLUMBARIUM 

The  Cathedral  is  beginning  a  new  Ministry:  we  are  in¬ 
stalling  a  Columbarium  for  the  cremated  remains  of  any 
Episcopal  Church  or  Mission  member  in  the  Diocese.  We 
feel  this  facility  should  be  offered  to  all  members 
since  it  will  figure  prominently  at'  a  time  of  grief. 

It  would  be  a  blessing  for  families  to  know  that  all 
arrangements  are  made  and  that  a  place  in  the  Cathedral 
Columbarium  is  assured.  The  Columbarium  is  to  be 
located  in  the  nave  of  the  Cathedral  -  in  the  back  - 
and  we  are  planning  for  future  expansion.  Armento 
Liturgical  Art  is  the  company  with  whom  we  are  dealing 
and  some  of  you  know  that  they  are  the  top  of  the  line. 

The  Columbarium  is  modular  which  makes  it  flexible, 
but  for  the  initial  installation  we  plan  a  block  of  48 
niches.  No  purchase  of  an  urn  is  required  since  the 
ashes  are  placed  directly  into  a  niche. 

The  price  for  each  niche  is  $300.00,  but  after  June  15 
the  price  goes  up.  Keep  that  date  in  mind.  Cost  of 
cremation  depends  on  your  local  facilities,  so  you  may 
want  to  call  around . 

As  you  may  realize,  this  Ministry  will  aid  families  a 
great  deal,  particularly  when  the  children  have  moved 
out  of  town.  Everything  is  paid  ahead  of  time  and  all 
arrangements  are  made.  This  relieves  some  of  the  weight 
of  grief  at  a  very  sensitive  time. 

Please  consider  this  step  seriously.  We  at  the  Cathe¬ 
dral  have  done  all  we  can  to  make  acquisition  of  niches 
easy,  and  certainly  the  cost  is  reasonable.  Think  of 
being  placed  to  rest  in  the  Cathedral  Columbarium.

Day  1  -  Depart  the  United  States  on  a  wlde-body 
Jet  for  your  trans-Atlantic  (light,  and 
enjoy  the  superior  in-flight  service. 

Day  2  -  Upon  arrival  at  Ben  Curlon  Airport,  you 
are  sit  by  your  personal  escort.  After 
leaving  customs  board  your  luxury  motorcoach  for 
the  transfer  to  your  hotel  In  JERUSALEM. 

Day  3  -  After  breakfast,  drive  to  the  MOUNT  OF 
OLIVES  and  the  place  of  Aaeension  for  a 
panoramic  view  of  Jerusalem.  See  also  the  Pater 
Nosier  Chureh  and  walk  down  the  Palm  Sunday  Road 
on  which  Jesus  made  Hie  own  triumphal  entry  into 
Jerusalem.  Enter  GETHSEMANE  to  visit  the  Carden 
of  Betrayal;  see  also  the  Church  of  All  Nations 
built  over  the  "Rock  of  Agony"  where  He  knelt  to 
pray.  Continue  through  the  Ridron  Valley,  past 
the  Tombs  of  Absalom,  St.  James,  and  Zecharia  to 
visit  the  Spring  of  Clhon  end  Hexekiah's  Tunnel. 
See  the  Pool  of  Slloam,  Mt.  Ophel,  the  Valley  of 
Gehenna,  and  Saint  Peter's  Church  in  Calllcantu 
(cock-crowing)  built  over  the  palace  of  the  High 
Priest  Calaphas. 

After  lunch  continue  to  BETHLEHEM.  Visit  the 
Tomb  of  Rachel,  explore  the  streets  of  Bethlehem 
to  see  ancient  crafts.  Enter  the  Chureh  of  the 
Nativity,  built  over  the  stable  where  Jesus  was 
born.

Proceed  to  QUMRAN 
and  the  DEAD  SEA  (lowest  point  on  earth!)  to  see 
recalns  of  the  Essene  Monastery,  and  caves  where 
the  Scrolls  were  found.  See  slso  Mt.  Nebo  vhere 
Moses  was  only  peradtted  to  glimpae  the  Promised 
Land  before  his  death.  After  lunch,  drive  along 
the  shores  of  the  Dead  Sea  through  Ein  Cedi,  to 
take  the  cable  car  up  to  MASADA,  the  site  of  the 
Zealots'  last  stand  against  the  Romans.  Return 
to  Jerusalem  and  your  hotel  for  dinner. 


Day  6  -  Drive  to  Mt.  Zion  to  visit  King  David'a 
Tomb  and  the  UPPER  ROOM.  See  also  the 
Church  of  Dormltion.  Drive  past  the  Knesset  and 
see  vhe  Model  of  Ancient  Jerusalem.
